recent enactment of Coneress whilch requires
thut no person ghall be appointed to any atlice
ol the United States unlesd such office ins been
created by law, And there s another enact-
ment of Congress which provides that all olli-
cers, eivil or military, l.wun- entering upon
their officinl duties o1 recelving any salary or
compensution, shall take an cath declaring thot
they bave held no offiee under tue Rebellion, or
given any wid thereto.
